upon them by tlie British govern­ 
ment, the city sold lots on what is 
now William street to enterprising 
citizens, who agreed to erect houses 
of two or three stories on them. 
Of 
the houses built at this time, or, at 
any time previous, during the early 
days of New Amsterdam, the oldest 
now standing is a quaint, three- 
story brick structure at 1 2 2 William 
street. 
The house, which has changed in 
appearance but little since it was 
first built, is owned by Thomas B. 
Guilford, of Toms River, N. J., by 
whose ancestor, Samuel Guilford, it 
was purchased from its builders in 
1 7 7 3. 
Prior to that year nothing of 
the owner of the place is known, for 
the records of transfer have long 
since crumbled to dust, and nothing 
now remains of the original builders 
but the queer-looking house, the 
bricks of which have outlived the 
sons and great-grandsons of the men 
whose hands laid them. 
In revolutionary times the site of 
1 2 2 William street was the summit 
of what was known as Golden Hill. 
It was on this piece of historic ground 
that the first blood of the colonists 
was shed, for the battle of Golden 
Hill, in which an old Quaker was bad­ 
ly wounded by the British soldiers, 
occurred about two months previous 
to the famous massacre of the citi­ 
zens on the Boston common. 
The 
battle took place directly behind 122 
William street, and the house at that 
time was an old one, and had been 
used as a tavern. 
L ater on it be­ 
came the rendezvous of Washington, 
Lafayette, Baron Steuben, Gen. P u t ­ 
nam, and later still of the notorious 
Capt. Kidd, Marshall Cuuninghain 
and Benedict 
Arnold. 
For more 
than one hundred years the unpre­ 
tentious little building was buried 
in oblivion, between the walls of big 
commercial houses that v/ere built 
around it. and had nothing to distin­ 
guish it from its modern neighbors 
but its antique appearance. 
The 
house is built of brick imported from 
Holland, laid in cement that is as im­ 
perishable as the bricks tlieinselvos. 
The roof is slanting, with two attic 
windows runningout to its (‘dge, and 
the building, taken .ts a whole, is a

There is little non- 
])artisaiiship in journalism. The cor­ 
respondent not unnaturally, often 
unwittingly, and 
sometimes pur­ 
posely, colors situations. 
His writ­ 
ings mirror his own ideas or preju­ 
dices. 
His attitude on a pub lic 
question is often peculiar to himself. 
It is general!}' dictated b y the pol­ 
icy of 
the 
paper he represents. 
That depends upon his personality 
and the degree of confidence imposed 
b y the editor on his judgment. Usu­ 
ally the correspondent inilucnces his 
paper and is affected b y it. If he has 
served for a long time his ideas and 
those of the paper liecome the same. 
He generally writes what he b e­ 
lieves. 
He is ordinarily a man of 
strong convictions, often pessimistic 
and cynical i)y reason of his expe­ 
riences with the rnon‘ selfish side of 
life. 
The average of honesty and in­ 
tegrity among 
correspondents is 
high. 
It equals that of any profes­ 
sion. 
They do not lob liy, though 
there may have b een isolated cases 
of it. 
Necessarily they often un­ 
knowingly misrepresent b ecause of 
a lack of details, or incorrect in­ 
formation, sometimes given them 
b y interested parties, for somecon- 
gressiuen and senators 
are 
not 
ab ove using deceit for their own 
ends. Instances could b e cited when 
they have misdirected newspaper 
men, seeking to cr(*ate a favorab le 
or hostile 
pub lic 
impression 
of 
pending legislation. 
There is great 
temptation to ]iaint a story and 
make it ])icturesque; to romance a 
little, that the dispatch may b e the 
more interesting. 
It is the hardest 
tendency to resist, b ut it is no more 
unusual than the hab it in private 
life. 
As a rule the correspondent 
seeks to do right, to b e fair. 
His 
work is hasty and under stress. 
He 
must judge on slight evidence, hear 
a thing, get new’ details, and often 
assume the rest. A suggestion sets 
a train of thought w’orking, a con­ 
clusion is reached on a ])remise that 
may have 
st*emed 
insignificant. 
Study of character, of legislation, of 
past evt*nls, of their sequence, of his­ 
tory, experience, guide him in his 
judgment. 
He is oftener correct 
than inaccurate. 
When he errs he

fe.et, and is sur r o: nded with lar ge 
ovate accuminate ^avcs, which ar e

Black, red

design, which is then traced upon it, 
as one traces on china; all the white 
part beyond the design is cut away, 
leaving the pattern on the dark 
ground to be, by degrees, cut into 
form. 
The thickness and quality of 
the white stratum cannot be known 
until the shell is cut. 
It varies a 
good deal so that sometimes the 
figure will stand out in much higher 
relief than was at first anticipated. 
Sometimes when a particular design 
is to be made several shells are cut 
before a suitable one is found. 
The skill of the artist is shown in 
the arrangement of the design so as 
to make the best use of the shell. 
For instance, the foliage must be ar­ 
ranged to come where the white is 
thinnest and figures where the thick­ 
ness of the white will give roundness 
to the limbs. 
It naturally follows that the one 
who understands the arts of draw­ 
ing and painting and all about lights 
and shadows will make the greatest 
success as a cameo engraver. 
To take out any scratches made by 
the graver, the cameo or shell must 
be polished 
by rubbing it with 
pumice stone and water, after which 
it must be washed in warm water, 
when a second polishing follows with 
pumice dust and oil, and with a 
small boxwood stick. 
Then it must 
be washed again. 
The third and last 
finish is given with fine rotton stone 
and sulphuric acid; a very high de­ 
gree of polish is thus obtained and 
behold your cameo!
